“ You have been convicted by a jury 
of the crim e of m urder and your pun­ 
ishment fixed at 25 years in the peni­ 
tentiary.

To which W en k er replied ” No, sir.” 
•‘I regard the ju ry system as one of 
the bulwarks of the liberties of our 
country.

do not thin k that it is a 
proper function of the tria l court to 
harshly criticise the action of a jury. 
W h ile we cannot alw ays agree with 
the verdict of a jury, it must in cases 
of this character be acted upon as ren­ 
dered. 


The evidence in the case in which 
you were the defendant satisfied my 
mind beyond a reasonable doubt of 
your guilt. 
I am satisfied to an abso­ 
lute moral certainty th at in k illin g 
Frederick Tolsted you committed the 
rim e of deliberate m urder. 
T have absolute confidence in the 
story of Booth and Boas. Th ere can bo 
no hypothesis upon w hich th e ir story 
can be regarded as other than true. 
It 
has bee n said there is no fitting place 
^ fo ra lie . 
I think that if the story of 
these witnesses had been unirue that 
something would have developed dur­ 
ing the tria l to have proved their 
stories to be false. 
The evidence shows beyond any ques­ 
tion that you premeditated the taking 
of the life of Frederick Tolsted. 
It is 
not 
necessary for me go into detail in 
regard to the testimony in this case. 
I think it must be clear to the minds 
of all 
from the evidence and the eir- 
cumst unces in the tria l that the pur­ 
pose you had formed, 
as related bv 
Booth and Boas was being carried out 
by you in the direction of its form a­ 
tion. 


It would be a very unpleasant duty 
on my p art to pronounce sentence upon 
any human being of confinement in the 
penitentiary for his natural life, or of 
the death penalty; but if the verdict of 
the ju ry in this case had called for that 
action on my part, I have no hesitancy 
in saying that I would have performed 
that duty with a clear conscience and j 


without trepidation. 


The sentence of the of the court is 
that you be confined in the State peni­ 
tentiary at Jo lie t for 25 years, five days 
in each year in solitary confinement 


and the balance of the term at hard 
labor, the sheriff to have ten days to 
execute this sentence. 


A fter Jud g e Bautne’s sentence, W e n ­ 
ker shook hands w ith his law yers and 


smiled blandly, the first time since the 
trial commenced. 
H e was then taken 
by the Sh eriff to the ja il and as he 
went down the stairs from the court 
room sang happily, as he might, owing 
to the lucky escape he made. 
He was taken 
by Sh e riff G ray to 
Jo lie t today, leaving on the Central at 
10:22 south. 
H enry Kaffensberger ac­ 
companied 
the sheriff and 
M arshal 
W oodyatt went as far as L a S a lle as a 
safety guard. 
W h ile there is much in­ 
dignation that the punishment is slight 
we do not im agine there is any sort of 
thought of lynching as been talked.

One week ago this morning it com­ 
menced snowing and has been snowing 
almost continuouuly ever since. 
Al­ 
though the snow is very wet and set. 
tied very rapidly , y et there is an addi­ 
tion of more than two feet on the great 
bed we already had. 
The weather is 
warm enough now for the entire body 
to shrink away 
very rapidly , and 
should it stop snowing for one week, 
one would be surprised at the way this 
great body of snow i would disappear. 
There are a great many remarkable 
things about the climate in this part 
of Alaska. 
One would suppose that 
with this continuous moisture 
that 
much sickness would be the result of 
camping here as the people are doing, 
but, instead of that I never saw people 
enjoy better health, outside of a little 
cold 
and sore throat when they first 
come. 
Every one claims to feel better 
phisically every day they remain here 
Exposure, bard labor and the rough 
knocks of a frontier life seem to have 
but little effect on a man 
except to 
sharpen his appetite. 
Men do, how 
ever, overdo themselves, 
f saw 
men 
trudging along pulling 
their loads on 
the glacier that looked 
as though the} 
would 
drop 
over. 
One big 
fellow 
sprained himself hauling a big 
load in

“The Old Story is 
True" and Mrs. Robert Anderson, a 
solo, “ There aro other» waiting to 
hear.”

Of the 2,000 attempting to cross, I 
think 1,500 will succeed.

ous. 
We are told that a man can pick 
his way across it at any time of the 
year but it is only when the crevt.sses 
are tilled with snow that any ,oad can 
be ca -Tied or sledded over. 
Of these 
1,500 (hat get across, 1,000 of them 
hhould reach the Copper river, and I 
fe 1 satisfied that if not another man 
goes into that country the facts con­ 
cerning mineral in the country will be 
pretty definitely established. 
Reports 
of all kinds have been circulated, giv­

almost miraculous accounts

finds on Copper river. 
Men have even 
gone so fir as to organize bands of men 
on the pretext of taking « them in se­ 
cretly where they have good paying 
diggings on Copper river.

several victims of such expeditions. 
Their leader showed complete ignor­ 
ance of the country on landing here; 
knew nothing of what he was talking, 
and had to get on his knees and beg 
for mercy to save himself from stretch­ 
ing hemp. 
The Copper river country is today an 
unexplored 
region, 
except Captain 
Allen’s trip. 
A few Stickit Indians 
came out at different points in the win­ 
ter to sell a few furs.

Griffins and harpies, 
lions, eagles, u nicorns, d olphins and 
other possible and impossible 
bird s, 
beasts and fishes, whether ram pant or 
sejant or cou cbant or statant, conv ey 
absolu tely no meaning to any one u n­ 
v ersed in the my steries of herald ic lore. 
Su ch a one is apt to scoff, like the Earl 
of Chesterfield , at the whole science and 
practice of herald ry as a foolish bu si­ 
ness. 
When a herald on a v isitation 
tou r called on Lord Chesterfield and had 
stated the object of his v isit, his lord ­ 
ship said peremptorily and none too 
civ illy , “ Begone, y ou foolish fellow; 
y ou d on’t u nd erstand y ou r own foolish 
bu siness.” This say ing has been cred it­ 
ed to that past master of sharp and c u t­ 
ting sarcasms Lord Westbu ry , bu t Hor­ 
ace Walpole tells the original storv . 
Harry Hotspu r, accord ing to Shakes­ 
peare, was of mu ch the same mind as 
his lord ship of Chesterfield . 
He talked 
w ith contempt of 


A dragon and a fin less fish, 
A clip winged grillin and a molten raven, 
A couching lion and a rampant cut, 
And such a deal of skimble skamble stuff 
As puts mo from my faith. 
It is so easy for the u nskilled d abbler 
to go astray . 
A y ear or two ago a r e v e­ 
nu e officer, giv ing ev id ence in one of 
the law cou rts, d escribed a herald ic d e­ 
v ice on some chairs as “ a ram pant lion 
stand ing on its hind legs.” 
Thereu pon 
a d aily newspaper pou red 
contempt 
u pon the official ev id ence and d eclared 
that a lion rampant, w hether “ gar- 
d a nt,” “ regard ant” or “ passant,” rest­ 
ed his bod y on only one leg, bu t “ se­ 
ja nt” be rested on two. Nex t some one 
wrote to the learned weekly known as 
The A ntiqu ary ’s Newspaper, hold ing 
this d ictu m u p to scorn. “ Im agine,’ he 
cried , “ a lion ‘rampant sejant’ on two 
legs.” Lastly came another correspond ­ 
ent of the same paper, who rou nd ly d e­ 
clared that the d aily jou rnalist was cor­ 
rect, and that the miserable lion “ se­ 
ja nt” d id find accommod ation on both 
legs. 
W hat ou tsid er d are hav e an opin­ 
ion on so momentou s a su bject wiieu 
learned d octors d isagreed ? 
Herald ry , 
howev er, whether it be now getting ou t 
of d ate or not, has play ed a u sefu l part 
in personal au d family as in national 
history , and is still stu d ied with d elight 
by many amateu rs as well as by pro­ 
fessed antiqu aries anil lov ers of the d ay s 
that are gone.

It will ho more interesting 
possibly to glance at some of its more 
amu sing aspects. 
The zoology and ornithology of her­ 
ald ry are richly med iiev al in flav or. 
Coats of arms abou nd with monsters 
more or less of a hy brid character, 
whose ex istence was once firmly believ ­ 
ed in, bu t which hav e long been rele­ 
gated to the region of my th. 
There is 
the “ gry phon” who figu res appropriate­ 
ly enou gh in "A lice in Wond erland ,” 
u u d u nd er the name of “ griffin” or 
“ griffon” is one of the commonest of 
herald ic beasts. 
It was u su ally repre­ 
sented as part eagle and part lion and is 
really a v ery formid able looking mon­ 
ster. 
Ou r forefathers seem to hav e be­ 
liev ed in its actu al ex istence. 
An an­ 
cient herald wrote of the griffin, “ 1 
think they are of great hu geness, for I 
hav e a claw of one of their paws which 
shou ld show' them to be as big as two 
lions.” 
One wou ld like to hav e seen 
that wond erfu l and u niqu e claw. Then 
there is the harpy , taken from the Greek 
my thology and represented herald ically 
as a v u ltu re with the head and breast of 
a woman. 
O ther fabu lou s ad ornments of coats 
of arms are the basilisk, the u nicorn, 
the wy v eru and d ragons innu merable. 
The wy v eru was of the d ragon tnl*e, 
bu t stood ou two legs and feet borrowed 
from the eagle. Ou r ancestors may hav e 
had their d ou bts abou t the ex istence of 
the wy v eru , bu t in the u nicorn au d the 
basilisk they had fu ll belief. Ou r old er 
writers hav e frequ ent allu sions to both, 
especially to the basilisk, which was 
su pposed to be able to kill ev en by a 
look or by its breath.« —Firesid e.

When the convention first opened at 
Philadelp hia, there were a num b er of 
prop ositions brought forw ard as groat 
leading p rincip les for the new govern­ 
m ent to be established for the U nited 
States. A copy of these p rop ositions was 
given to each m em ber, w ith an injunc ­ 
tion to keep everything a p rofound se­ 
cret. One m orning, by accident, one of 
tlio m em bers drop p ed his copy of th 
propositions, w hich, being luckily pick 
e(l up by General Millliu, was p resented 
to G eneral W ashington, our p resident, 
who p ut it in his pocket. 
A fter the de­ 
bates of the day were over and the q ues­ 
tion for a d journm ent was called for the 
general arose from his seat and, pr* v i­ 
nos to his p utting the q uestion, address­ 
ed the convent urn m the follow ing m a n­ 
ner: 
“ G entlem en, I am sorry to find th a t 
some one mem ber of this body has been 
so neglectful of the secrets of the con­ 
vention as to drop m the statebouse a 
copy of their proceedings, w hich by ac ­ 
cident w as picked up and delivered to 
me this m orning.
